The U. S. P. should 
specify the exact fine- 
ness of the vegetable 
powders intended for percolation. 
Based upon the official examination of 
numerous samples of vegetable drugs 
it is evident that the commercial pow- 
ders, as they actually appear upon the 
market are so variable in the degree 
of fineness that it is impossible to ob- 
tain uniform products from percolation. 
In most of the samples above referred 
to, the fineness varied (in the same

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sample) from a very fine meal to par- 
ticles from % to %-inch in diameter 
or length. The U.S. P. should specify 
the exact fineness of leaf, root, stem, 
wood, flower, fruit, seed, etc., intended 
for percolation in the preparation of 
tinctures and fluid extracts, and phar- 
macists should comply with such re- 
quirements. Ime U. 5S. 
specify the diameter of mesh and di- 
ameter of the wire, hair or other ma- 
terial used in sieve construction. This 


is a matter of great importance and 


should be brought to the prompt at- 
tention of the Pharmaceutical Revision 


Committee. 


It is true that the retail pharmacists 
are supposed to reduce the commercial 
vegetable powders to the required unt- 
form fineness, but unfortunately this 
is more generally not done. Whole- 
sale drug dealers could more readily 
prepare the powders, but these also fail 
to do so. In fact the matter. will, 
in all liklihood, not be attended to 
properly until it is made a legal enact- 
ment. | 


DRUG The Committee on Drug Re- 
REFORM form appointed by Dr. H. 
H. Rusby, president of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association, has gath- 
ered sufficient data to realize fully the 
impossibility of presenting a full report 
at the Richmond meeting (May 3-7). 
The committee should be a permanent 
one and the work should be suitably 
assigned among the several members 
of the committee in order that a maxt- 
mum of conclusive results may be ob- 
tained in a minimum of time. 

When large and well known drug 
dealers handle vegetable drugs, of 
which about fifty per cent (50%) are 
adulterated, it is indeed high time that 
the matter was given serious consider- 
ation. 

The chairman of the committee, 
Professor L. E. Sayre, has prepared a 
report which will be presented for con- 
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sideration and action before the A. Ph.

THE BUSINESS SIDE OF 
PHARMACY* 
By R. A. Leet. 
That there is a business side to 


Pharmacy there is no denying. In 
fact the subject is so extensive that 


it would be impossible to touch upon 


more than a few of its most important 
phases in a talk of twenty minutes. 

Selecting and Securing a Location— 
No matter how strongly he may de- 
termine to devote himself to Pharmacy 
as a profession one of the very first 
problems that presents itself to a phar- 
macist after he becomes a proprietor 
is a business one that requires sound 
business judgment. I refer to the mat- 
ter of selecting and securing a location. 
This may well be considered one of the 
most important steps of his career and 
it should be given great care and con- 
sideration. 

Many a pharmacist has had his pro- 
egress rudely arrested by finding that 
he has not properly safeguarded the 
permanency of his location,and in these 


days when certain syndicates of Na- | 


tional scope of action are seeking the 
best locations in all of the principal 
cities, it behooves him to not allow 
his lease to too closely approach its 
date of termination without renewal. 

It is safe to say that in any growing 
community long leases are favorable to 
the tenant. It is dangerous to let 
them enter the last year of their life 
without provision for renewal. In too 
many places throughout the country, 
druggists have had their premises 
leased over their heads, sometimes to 
lose the entire location; sometimes, 
and more often, to give up the very 
best portion of their premises, the cor- 
ner, and to pay enough rental for the

lessened space, so that the intruder, | 
who is often to an extent also a com- 


petitor gets his portion of the rent 
free or even better. 


Confidence.—After the business of 


securing a location is completed the 
next step is to secure the confidence 
of the custom that is tributary to your 
location. 

It has often been said that confidence 
is the basis of all trade. We have but 
to recall the fall and winter of 1907 to 
realize the extent to which business 


is paralyzed when confidence in its 


financial institutions is shaken. 
The confidence which I wish to im- 


press on you the necessity of establish-. 


ing is peculiarly important in such a 
calling as pharmacy. In no _ other 
business do customers trust so much 
in their dealings—even to the extent of 
life and death—as in pharmacy. 

In proportion as the pharmacist in- 
spires this confidence will he be in 


line for success in his undertaking. 


There are many ways in which this 
confidence which is the basis of all his 


growth and success may be fostered. 
I shall touch upon a few of them. 


Care in the selection of his stock, 
bearing in mind that in buying medi- 
cines for the sick, he should exact the 
same standards of quality as though 
intended for use in his own household. 
Not how “cheap” but how “good” 
should be his watchword. Quality be- 
ing the same the price should govern, 
but when qualities differ, the best is 
none too good. And the man who in- 
sists on quality, gets the reputation 
with the jobber or broker as a stickler 
for good goods and has his orders filled 
accordingly. 

The man who is careless as to the 
quality of the drugs that he sells over 
the counter in roc and 25¢ packages, 


s 
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cannot hope to inspire confidence that 
he is reliable in his prescription de- 
partment. 

His goods are almost certain, sooner 
or later, to come in for direct com- 
parison with those of other druggists, 


and he will either gain or lose by that 


comparison. 

If his pound package of Phosphate 
of Soda is in a container proof against 
its efflorescence and if the salt makes 
a solution that is clear and free from 
splinters or specks of dirt, his cus- 
tomer is likely to make a mental note 
of its superiority and will remember 
the pharmacist when more serious re- 
quirements are needed. 

Publicity. No business is too large 
or too small to overlook the item of 
Publicity in its propaganda for the 
confidence of its available clientage. 
I shall speak principally of the pos- 
sibilities in this direction in the small 
stores, since it is by these that they 
are most frequently overlooked. 


How often do you hear that there 


is nothing in the business any more 
for any but the down-town stores, 
which by their cut-rate methods have 
taken all the profits out of the business 
for the smaller stores on the outskirts, 
or in the country. 

And yet how often is the trouble 
really in the smaller store. It is a mat- 
ter of experience in running both large 
and small stores under one manage- 
ment, that the smaller stores, on ‘ac- 
count of their smaller expense, make 
a much better showing on the capital 
invested, even after charging them a 
percentage on their purchases that 
fully offsets any buying advantage 
through connection with the larger 


- stores. 


Certain businesses will flourish in 
any considerable residence district, re- 
gardless of the competition of the city 
stores. And the drug business is one 


of them, provided all the opportunities 
at hand are utilized. 

A neat circular, setting forth the 
claims of the store on the patronage 
of the neighborhood, and a succession 
of these at stated periods, are almost 
sure to be productive of good results. 

There are cough and cold seasons, 
when cough remedies, hot water bags, 
etc., may be exploited. There is the: 


house-cleaning season, with its oppor- 


tunity for selling mothballs, camphor, 
disinfectants, etc., the spring remedy 
season, the season when hands and 
face chap and crack, the season when 
poison oak is rife, when fleas and mos- 
quitoes are out for business, and all 
these furnish occasion for the drug- 
gist in the outside districts to bring 
timely notice to the goods he sells. 
Then if he times his displays in his 
windows and on his counters to his 
circulars, he is sure to get results— 
cumulative results that will make him 
independent of the cut-rate competi- 
tion of the larger stores. Let him be 
particularly careful with his window 
displays. They are certainly taken as 
the index to his establishment, and a 
window filled with Easter Dyes in 
June, or dead flies and dust at any 


time will go far to destroy confidence 


in the freshness and dependability of 
his drugs. 
He should not overlook the oppor- 


tunity for enlisting the support of the 


physicians in securing patronage 
among his neighbors. An interview 
once in a while in which a superior 
quality of some drug or preparation is 
shown, or some evidence of skill or care 
in the handling of prescriptions, will 
result in a word of recommendation 
from the doctor that will win a family’s 
trade. 

So small an item as the use of hinged 
pill and powder boxes, with the state- 
ment inside the cover that this is to 
prevent exchange of covers and hence 
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the misapplication of directions, when 
brought to a physician’s notice, goes 
far to make the impression of general 
carefulness throughout the store, and 
will insure a word of recommendation 
from him when the occasion offers. 
And now as to the personal equation, 
the impression that is made in actual 
contact with the customers after they 
have been induced to come into the 


store. © This must supplement and 
confirm all that has been done by pub- 


licity. | 

The proprietor must see to it that 
everything is exactly as represented, 
that the price is right, that it is as 
safe for a customer to send for an ar- 
ticle or to telephone for it as it is to 
come himself. | 

Perhaps you have heard of the con- 
ductor on the car who told the old lady 
that wanted to get out at Twenty- 

fourth street, that he couldn't let her 
- off at Twenty-fourth, as the car only 
ran to eighteenth, but that he would 
fix her up all right, he'd let her off 
twice at twelfth. He evidently had 
been a druggist who always had some- 
thing else “that’s just as good.”’ Doubt- 
less he found that there wasn’t any- 
thing in the drug business and quit. 

A readiness to accommodate, a will- 
ingness to procure anything not in 
stock and deliver it, soon comes to be 
appreciated, and brings results. 

If it is necessary to have assistants, 
they should be of the kind that when 
left alone, they will properly represent 
the policies of the store. Such men are 
worth their price even if at the out- 
set the price is greater than the re- 
turns of the business to the proprietor, 
for he can ill afford to take chances 
of having permanent customers driven 
away by mistreatment. 

Particularly is this true when a busi- 
ness is young. Later on, a customer 
will usually report a discourtesy, but 
at the beginning it is taken as repre- 
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sentative of the proprietor’s policy and 


decides upon another store. 


After every opportunity for creating 
confidence is developed the process of 


developing should be continued with- 


out cessation, unrelentingly. 

Then a system should be installed 
so that the business may be taken care 
of as it grows. | 

The establishment of credit at his 
bank is one of the most important 
steps in this direction. If goods are 


bought in quantity, where so war- 
ranted, extra money is needed at times 


to discount bills. And right here let 
me say that the man who does not ar- 
range to discount his bills all the time, 
overlooks one of the greatest oppor- 
tunities for business growth and, as 
a general rule, the business man who 


does not borrow money when this is. 


of evident advantage, is not living up 
to his opportunities. | 

Price.—Many a store that starts out 
with greater promise is arrested in its 
growth for want of uniformity in the 
matter of price. It should be right— 
not necessarily lower than that of the 
competing store, but on comparable 
goods at least as low. ‘The pharmacist 
must see that no competitor undersells 
him, but above all he should not un- 
dersell himself. 


The proprietor who makes the price 


when he makes the sale, and lets his 
clerk do likewise, is in the way to 
undo all the good work he has done in 
other directions, and awaken suspicion 
that he is slipshod in the other de- 
tails of his business. 

The object of system is to secure in 
the larger business the same efficiency 
in the application of policies, and the 
same accuracy in the gathering of data, 
through the agency of assistants that 
in the smaller business is personally 
attended to in all its detail by the 
proprietor himself. 

Up to a certain point, it is possible 
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to carry the data of a business in one's 
head and personally to attend to all 
its details. But beyond that point 
the business cannot grow without mak- 
ing a slave of the proprietor, and 
threatening him with nervous break- 
down, unless system is installed. 

One of the first steps to be taken 
is to establish individual responsibility. 
Every transaction of the business 
should be traceable to its source. 

In the prescription department every 
prescription sent out should bear on 
it some means of identifying it with 
the man who put it up, so that all re- 
sponsibility for carelessness and inac- 
curacy may be directly and definitely 
placed. 

It is universally conceded that for 
the handling of cash, no system is suc- 
cessful that does not make possible the 
establishment of responsibility for 
every mistake, and this same thing is 
true with regard to every department 
of a drug store. 


Each employee should have a cer-— 


tain assignment of stock to keep up, 
and be directly and personally respon- 
sible for its upkeep. | 
If the shop bottle for Powd. Alum is 
found to be filled with Powd. Borax, 
there should be but one person to be 
held responsible. 
_- In the proprietor’s absence, even for 


a short time, one man should be in 


authority and responsible for the con- 
duct of the business. 
If in the laboratory a batch of Witch 


Hazel has been labeled Wood Alcohol 


there should again be but one person 
with whom it should be necessary to 
take the matter up. But this should 
not happen if the proper system in the 
laboratory has been established. 

So, in the event of a ready selling 
proprietary being out of stock, and so 
in the case of a reported discourtesy 
to a customer and so in every depart- 
ment and every transaction of the busi- 
ness. 


should be kept in every store. 
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A cost book, either in book form or 
in form of cards, is one of the most 
important features in any system. Per- 
sonally, I favor cards, generously in- 
dexed with tabs carrying the names in 
full of items most often referred to. 

This may be made to answer several 
purposes. By entering the retail 
prices on the various cards it becomes 
the authoritative reference price list 
of the store. By entering qualities 
and costs it serves both to indicate the 
quantities used, on which may be based 
calculations as to future needs, and it 
also becomes the means of detecting 
over and undercharges, and right here 
I may say that the data so secured is 


quite as valuable in preventing over- 


buying as it is in securing the extra 
discounts where it is shown than quan- 
tities can be handled. 

This record, in some form or other, 
In the 
larger ones every item from every in- 
voice should be entered and checked 
for correctness. In the smaller stores 
at least the items most frequently pur- 
chased should be regularly entered, 
and all the items if possible. It is 
surprising how large a volume of in- 
voices a single apprentice can keep 


posted, without seriously affecting his 


other duties. And, incidentally, he is 
becoming more or less acquainted with 
every item that comes into the store, 
and thereby increasing his value to his 
employer. 

System should not, however, be con- 
founded with Red Tape. Too many 
business men seem to think that the 
more red tape they involve their tran- 
sactions in, the more systematic they 
are becoming. 

And too many, after installing ex- 
cellent systems, let them degenerate 
into just so much needless red tape for 
want of energetically enforcing them. 
Don’t overload your business with 
“system.” A system that becomes a 


net expense and a burden is simply so. 
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much red tape. Remember that as a 
rule no business is so systematically 
run as the small one, in which prac- 
tically all its details are executed by 
one man, with all its essential data 
in his head. 

When these details are entrusted to 
others there is of necessity more or 
less of efficiency lost. But in the 
larger businesses, with a good system 
properly enforced, this is more than 
made up for by the larger returns in- 
cident to closer buying made possible 
by the larger volume of sales. 

The checking up of employes as to 
honesty is a matter of delicacy, but 
none the less of importance. Many a 
business that would otherwise have 
prospered has been placed in a posi- 
tion where it could not pay its bills 
by the dishonesty of a trusted employe. 


From the experience that I have had 


in business, and I believe that the men 
I have come in contact with are of far 
better than ordinary integrity, I should 


say that this is almost as important as 


seeing that your door is locked at 
night. (Unfortunately you often find 
dishonesty when you least expect it.) 

Inventory should be taken regular- 
ly once a year. Druggists seem to 
think that they are exempted from this 
painful ordeal along with jury duty. 
But many a business man has lost the 
opportunity to make necessary re- 
trenchment or to grasp a chance for 
expansion by not knowing where he 
stood. 


There is but one way to know with 
any accuracy, and that is by taking 
stock, and at a stated time periodically. 

Monthly tabulations also of expenses 
and receipts, segregated as to depart- 
ments as much as practicable, should 
be made for comparison, that increases, 
or fallings off may be noted, and the 
necessary action taken. 


A word regarding syndicates of 
stores.

The air has been full of rumors lately 
of chains of drug stores forming, to 
stretch across and up and down the 
continent, with financial backing from 
the Standard Oil or other trusts. . 

Some alarm has been felt that the 
death knell of small proprietorship 
has been sounded. 

But in my opinion the pharmacist 
who observes the principles that un- 
derlie the business will find that there 
will always be a place for: him as a 
proprietor, no matter how many chains. 
of stores may form or how well or ill 
they may prosper. 

And now one final word. Each pro- 
prietor should take some part in the 
perpetuation of his calling. I have 
no patience with the man who says, 
“he would rather that his son would 
shovel dirt for a living than be a drig- 
gist,’ or, “that a boy who knows. 


_ enough to get into the drug business. 


ought to know enough to keep out of 
| 

Being a pharmacist is a good busi- 
ness. It is worthy of the best that is. 
in the best of us. 

The pharmacist has opportunities for 
relieving suffering, and to serve his 
fellow man in a way not offered in any © 
ordinary business. 


But even from the cold-blooded dol- 
lar and cents point of view, it is a 
good business. Considering the small 
amount of capital necessary to start 
with, it produces better returns with 
less failures than most any other busi- 
ness that I know of. 


Every proprietor should be preceptor 
to at least one prospective pharmacist. 
He should select him with care as to 
his family, his schooling, his habits. 
and his personality, and he should. 
train him with such care that the next 
generation of pharmacists shall be a 
better one than this, that the business. 
side of Pharmacy shall be brighter 
then than now. 
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SOME PREVALENT FALSE NOTIONS 
ABOUT DIET* 


By Dr. A. L. Benedict, Buffalo, N. Y. 


Author of ‘‘Practical Dietetics and Golden Rules of 
Dietetics.”’ 


1. That the average American eats 
too much. Many do, but many others 
leading solitary and monotonous lives 
and thus lacking the stimulus of appe- 
tite, as well as others on account of 
false ideas of economy or of the benefit 
of abstemiousness, eat too little. 


2. That nourishment can be “con- 


densed.” Fat yields a little over twice 


the number of calories per gram that 
carbohydrate and proteid do. The max- 
imum of fat that can be assimilated 
without great proportionate waste is 
150 grams. In addition, enough pro- 
teid and carbohydrate must be given 
to make 419 grams, in order to yield 
2500 calories, a fairly liberal allowance 
for an adult at moderate labor. No 
amount of pressure can condense these 
organic substances into much less vol- 
ume than a cubic centimeter for a 
gram, so that the minimum ration will 
amount to approximately four-fifths of 
a pound or of a pint. 


3. That milk or any single food- 
stuff can be considered a complete ail- 
ment for an adult in the sense of con- 
taining the three organic constituents 
—proteid, carbohydrate and fat—in 


proper proportions, even if we ignore 


the necessity of having a variety of 
proteids and inorganic materials. That 
health can be maintained or regained 
without the stimulus of a variety of 
foods. 

4. That overeating furnishes a re- 
serve of strength on the analogy of 
running up a bank account. Probably 
not more than Io to 20 grams of pro- 
teid (about one-fifth to one-third of a 
day’s rations), 200 to 300 grams of car- 
bohydrate (one-half to one day’s ra- 
tion) can be thus accumulated. An 
excess of any kind of food 1s laid down

as fat to a large degree, and as much 
as 500 grams (five to Io days’ ration) 
may be thus accumulated in a single 
day. 

5. That fat is an efficient form of re- 
served energy. Theoretically, nearly 
300 grams might be used in a day, 
but it is extremely doubtful whether 
so much can be oxidized and certain 
that in the oxidation of anything like 
this amount, a dangerous degree of 
acid intoxication would be involved. 
During starvation there is also a con- 
siderable consumption of proteid tis- 
sues. The very slight danger, in civil- 
ized life, of any emergency necessita- 
ting lack of food, does not warrant the 
carrying of more than a _ moderate 
amount of adipose tissue. 


6. That deposition of fat or increase 
of weight beyond the normal standard 
is a gauge of health or a favorable 
prognostic in tuberculosis or any other 
disease. | 

7. That a genuine and rapid diminu- 
tion of weight can be secured by diet- 
ing in obesity. Many fat persons 
maintain their weight and perform con- 
siderable mental labor and_ exercise 
moderately on half or less of the stand- 
ard diet. How they do it will not 
be considered here. For a few days 
the excess of elimination over the in- 
take of water and the clearing out 
of the alimentary canal may cause a 
rapid loss of weight. After this, ex- 
cept by exercise which causes a break- 
ing down of proteid tissues, it is doubt- 
ful whether a genuine reduction of 
weight can be carried beyond 250 
grams (about half a pound) a day. A 
genuine gain of weight, at least in 
the sense of deposition of fat, may pro- 
ceed for some time at double this rate. 

8. That a carbohydrate free diet 
should be continued more than a few 
days even in diabetes. About 80 
grams of carbohydrates a day must be 
given to prevent acid intoxication. 
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g. That obesity, diabetes, leanness, 
lithemia, etc., can be treated simply 
by superficial dietetic indications and 
contra-indications. 

10. That anzmia is, unless excep- 


tionally, an iron-starvation, that may 


be treated successfully simply by giv- 
ing iron. Anemia usually develops 
while there is plenty of iron in the 
food and, while the normal body can 
assimilate iron from inorganic salts or 
even from the metal, anemia is not 
often benefited by administering an 
excess. 

11. For most purposes, the best form 
of iron is meat. Iron is also found 
in many fresh vegetable foods. Fancy 
proprietary imitations of hemoglobin 


are not, as a rule, superior to officinal 


salts. 
12. That candy or sugar is essen- 


tially injurious or even lacking in food — 


value. Used in moderation, say 100- 
150 grams a day, sugar is one of the 
cheapest and best forms of nourish- 
ment for the production of energy. 
Even when not digested the products 
of decomposition in the alimentary 
canal, like those of catabolism, are less 
injurious than those derived from fats 
and proteids. 

13. That the use of sugar tends to 
produce diabetes. 


14. That fruits, nuts, desserts, etc., 
are unimportant ingredients of the 
diet. %-% of the ordinary civilized 
diet consists of “good things.” A 
large piece of pie, serving of ice cream, 
nuts, etc., often yield 400 calories, 
about % of the day’s ration. 


15. That fish contains an excess of 
phosphorus or “brain food.” The 
phosphorescence of fish is due to be- 
ginning putrefaction and has nothing 
to do with phosphorus. Meats and 
various vegetable foodstuffs contain as 
much or more phosphorus than fish. 

16. That vegetables consisting of 
leaves, stalks, etc., or fruits which are 


very watery and not sweet, can contain 
much nourishment. 


17. [That ordinary vegetable foods 
contain appreciable quantities of fat. 
Excepting olives, almost the only veg- 
etable foods rich in fat are nuts 
(though not necessarily so-called, as 
the cacao bean), a dense seed coat be- 
ing necessary to the retention of fat. 


18. That clam broth, bouillon, or any 
clear soup or solution of meat extract 
can contain enough nourishment to 
sustain life. The best of the last con- 
tain about 6 per cent of proteid. 


19. That proteid can be extracted 
from meat by boiling. Except for 
salts and waste matter closely resem- 
bling urine, beef tea is about equivalent 
to egg tea, that is, to the water in 
which an egg has been poached. 


20. That one cereal, as oats or 
wheat, is materially more nourishing 
than another, as rice or corn. 


21. That one meat, allowing for dif- 
ferences in fat and waste, for specific 
tendencies to infection, as for pork to 
trichinosis, for saprophytic decomposi- 
tion, as in sea foods transported long 
distances, and similar extrinsic condi- 


tions, differs materially from another. 


22. That vegetarianism or any simi- 
lar hobby is conducive to robust health. 


23. That, after securing reasonably 


fine comminution and insalivation of 


food, prolonged mastication should be 
made a cult. 


24. That an ordinary meal, for a 


healthy person, requires more than 


half an hour at the table. Dawdling 


over meals is nearly as bad as bolt- 
ing the food. 

25. That, after a meal, a healthy per- 
son is in a state of semi-invalidism, so. 
that he requires a nap or cannot work. 

26. That a bath or swim is any 


more harmful when there is food in 
the stomach than when it has passed. 


into the intestine. 
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27. That the stomach empties itself 
ail at once, or in a short period, at a 


definite time after this or that kind of 


meat or other food. 


28. That meals should be given so 
frequently, either in health or in dis- 
ease, that one meal overlaps another 
without giving the stomach a little 
time for rest. 


29. That, on the other hand, a di- 


lated or weak stomach’ can be rested 


by giving one adequate and necessarily 
large meal a day. 


30. That spoonful doses of liquid 
foods, whether repeated so often as to 
fatigue and confuse the stomach, or 


given at reasonable intervals, can ever 


support life. 


31. [That milk curds and meat ex- 
tracts are mechanically or chemically 
superior to pultaceous cereals in ty- 
phoid and other ulcerative diseases. 


32. That pasty, sweetened and 
spiced foods are superior in the feed- 
ing of invalids to carefully prepared 


and selected viands of ordinary nature. 


33. [hat a raw egg is any more 
nourishing than a cooked egg. On 
the contrary, adventitious albuminuria 
is to be expected if 5 or 6 egg whites 
are given. 


‘34. That a hard boiled egg is hard to 
digest. Try it with gastric juice in an 
incubator. 

35. [That eggs, milk, oysters, etc., 
have any greater nutritive value than 
corresponds to their weights and com- 
position. The day’s ration in calories 
corresponds to about 25 eggs, or 3 
quarts of milk. A kilogram of raw 
oysters (2.2 pounds) contains 50 


grams of proteid, the minimum proteid 
ration, corresponding to about I-12 
of the total day’s ration in calories. 
36. That when a man has eaten a 
fourth meal, at midnight, with coffee 
or alcoholic beverages, it is fair to as- 
cribe the logical disturbance of diges- 
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tion to a Welsh rabbit or any other 
single article. A Welsh rabbit is ster- 
ile, highly nutritious, and no harder to 
digest than a milk curd. Similarly, 
mince pie and various other articles 
against which there is a strong preju- 
dice are not necessarily difficult of di- 
gestion nor objectionable as articles 
of diet, although they may not be adap- 
ted to the nourishment of grave diges- 
tive disorders. Incidentally, it may be 
noted that the spelling and etymology 
‘Welsh rarebit” is incorrect. 


37. That human saliva is of great 
value in digestion. Starch digestion 
never advances far in a stomach of 
normal acidity and the pancreas is 
abundantly able to take care of all 
the starches. _ 


38. That dry meals digest better 
than those at which a moderate quan- 
tity of water, say 500 c.c. in soups and 
beverages, is taken. 


39. [hat one should always eat sim-_ 
ply because it is meal time or, on the 
other hand, that he should always wait 


an appetite.

UNGUENTUM RESORCIN COM- 
POUND 
By F. C. Lang, Ph. C. 


‘Unguentum Resorcin Compound is 
one of the few preparations of the 
National Formulary that causes the 
druggist any considerable trouble. 

After experimenting with a number 
of different formulas and methods, I 
have found the following to be the 
best : 


Zinc Oxide (Huxley’s) 


Baisam Feru (or oil. of Cade)....... 
Adeps. Lanal, Anhydrous........... 3v1 


_ Dissolve the resorcin in the alcohol, 
add the zinc oxide and Bismuth sub- 
nitrate separately, then add the water 
triturating thoroughly until a smooth 
paste is formed. Add one-third of the 
anhydrous wool fat which has been 
previously melted, triturating until it 
congeals. Then melt the paraffin, pe- 
trolatum and remaining anhydrous 
wool fat together. Incorporate with 
the base previously prepared, continu- 
ing the trituration until nearly cold. 
Then add the balsam of Peru and mix 
thoroughly.

TABLES OF AVERAGE DOSES 
By Albert Schneider. 

Students of medicine, pharmacy and 
dentistry have great difficulty in fa- 
miliarizing themselves with the doses 
of drugs. To actually memorizethe dose 
of every pharmaceutical preparation 1s 
absolutely impossible and any such at- 
tempt will certainly prove disappoint- 
ing. The following tables will serve as 
valuable aids to students of materia 


medica. It must of course be kept in 


mind that there are numerous excep- 
tions to any rule, but it is believed that 
if the student will fix in the mind the 
general tables here given he will be en- 
abled to easily acquire the ability to 


remember the more specific dose of . 


each and every one of the vast num- 
ber of pharmaceutical preparations 
used as curative agents. The foHow- 


ing are the groups of drugs with the 
average doses for adults: 


Group I 
Powerful Vegetable Drugs 


Cradle drug or the powder, 1 to 3 
orains.

SAN FRANCISCO PURE FOOD EX- 
HIBITION 


A Bakery, Cookery, Confectionery 
and Pure Food Exhibition was held in 
the Auditorium, San Francisco, March 
21-26, inclusive. The exhibition was 
well attended and created considerable 
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interest and considerable local news- 
paper comment. The probabilities are 
that future exhibits of this sort will 
be conducted along somewhat different 
lines. Any adverse criticisms which 
might be made pertain to the exhibits 
for purely advertising and monetary 
considerations. It strikes one as pe- 
culiar to see on the exhibit floor ar- 
ticles offered for sale which have abso- 
lutely no bearing on food, whether 
pure or not, as for example, shoe 
dressing, jewelry, water heaters, etc. 
However, the great majority of the 
exhibits were exceedingly interesting 
and well worthy of the most careful 
consideration on the part of the laity. 


The exhibit by the Shredded Wheat 
Company was an ideal one, showing 
every stage in the preparation of this 
breakfast food, including the cleansing 
of the wheat, the steaming of the wheat, 


shredding, cutting, baking and pack- 


ing. To those who had not seen this_ 
exhibit before, it was well worth the | 
price of admission alone. 


The Irvine Company's exhibit of ex- 
tracts and baking powder was also ex- 
tremely interesting, as well as instruc- 
tive. Every step in the manufacture 
of baking powder was explained and 
illustrated. The manufacture of arti- 
ficial as well as natural flavoring ex- 
tracts was explained. 


Only one baby food claimed atten- 
tion, namely, the Dietmilk of the Dried 
Milk Company of New York and Los 
Angeles. A trained nurse in charge of 
the exhibit explained in detail the use 
of this food. A representative of the 
company explained that this baby and 
invalid food consisted of evaporated 
milk from which a portion of the cream 
had been removed and to which milk 
sugar had been added. 


The chewing gum exhibit was also 
interesting. The machinery for fold- 
ing the chewing gum was in operation. 
There were also on exhibition samples 
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of chicle from which the gum is made. 
This chicle is imported from Mexico. 


There were numerous exhibits of 
cooking devices and dough mixing ap- 
paratus, dish washing devices, samples 
of bread, cake and other articles of 
food emanating from the baking shops. 
An exhibit representing samples of 
high art work by the leading chefs of 
the San Francisco hotels attracted 
much attention. 


The cooking and baking as carried 
on in the navy was explained by a 
representative from the U. S. Navy 
Cooking School. The field baking 
oven attracted much attention. This 
consisted simply of a steel frame work 
covered with sheet iron, in the form 
of an arch which is covered with mud 
or clay. The space under the arch, 
perhaps thirty feet in length by a foot 
and a half in height, is filled with wood 


which is allowed to burn until nothing. 


but hot cinders remain. These are 
raked out by means of a long handled 
iron hook and the loaves of bread im- 
mediately put in their place, the oven 
is then closed and the baking is com- 
pleted within a short time. Some three 
hundred loaves can be baked in one 
oven. 


Music was furnished in the after- 
noon and evening. A number of con- 
tests, with prizes and medals, were 
conducted under the management of 
A. W. Schroeter. The following were 
contestants: .

The 
following acted as judges of the ex- 
hibition: Prof. M. E. Jaffa, Raphael 
Weill, G. B. Ocheltree, E. D. Abogast, 
Jonathan Wright, H. Hamilton, Henry 
Eggeling and Allan Pollak.

A special meeting of the committee 
on credentials and arrangements, U. S. 
P. C., called at the suggestion of the 
president, Dr. H. C. Wood, Sr., was 
called to order by the chairman, Dr. 
Oliver T. Osborne, at the Hotel Ra- 
leigh, Washington, D. C., Friday, 
March 25, 1910, at 2:50 p. m. There 
were present Drs.

Third Appendix to Squire’s Companion to 
the British Pharmacopoeia. London, 1910. 

This booklet is a combination of the re- 
view of Therapeutics and Pharmacy con- 
tained in the eighteenth edition of Squire’s 
Companion (J. & A. Churchill, price 14 shil- 
lings, net, post free 14 shillings 6 pence), 
embracing the period subsequent to the pub- 
lication of that volume and extending it to 
1910. It includes many subjects of general 
interest, such as recent work on Novocaine, 
Quinine Sulphate, Scopolamine-Morphine, 
Sodium Acid Phosphate ard Stovaine. It 
records the transactions of the Pharmaceu- 
tical Section of the Seventh International 
Congress of Applied Chemistry, giving 


lengthy abstracts of the papers on Inter- 


national Standards which were read before 
that meeting. It also contains useful tables 
of the Solubilities of Official and Non-Off- 
cial substances, and a tabulated comparison 


of the chief standardized potent prepara- 


tions of the British, French, German and 
United States Pharmacopoeias, together 
with the recommendations of the Commit- 
tee of Reference in Pharmacy. It is pre- 
sented gratis, on application, to members 
of the medical profession, and to purchasers 
of Squire’s Pocket Companion, or the eight- 
eenth edition of Squire’s Companion. 


The Pharmaceutical Syllabus (First Edi- 
tion). Recommended by the National Com- 
mittee Representing the Boards and Schools 
of Pharmacy of the United States. Pub- 
lished by the New York State Board of 


‘Pharmacy, 146 octavo pages, with. four 


graphic plates in color. 

This report represents the work of the 
National Syllabus Committee whose efforts 
are familiar to the A. Ph. A. The commit- 


tee proper has the following membership: 


W. G. Gregory, Henry L. Taylor, H. H. 
Rusby, James H. Beal and E. O. Engstrom, 
assisted by subcommittees on materia 
medica, pharmacy and chemistry. 

On careful study of this report it will be 
found that the tentative courses of study 
as outlined for colleges of pharmacy corre- 
spond quite closely to the courses as given 
in the colleges of pharmacy represented in 
the American Conference of Pharmaceutical 
Faculties. In other words, it outlines the 
conditions as they now exist rather than

the conditions as they should be. Some 
courses are very limited, as pharmacal juris- 
prudence and commercial pharmacy, while 
pharmaceutical bacteriology receives no 
mention at all. The entrance requirements 
to colleges of pharmacy are not treated 
nor are the college faculties and college 
equipments, matters which strike us of 
prime importance. 

The third year’s college work is only in- 
dicated and suggest further work on the 
part of the committee. <A distinction be- 
tween Druggist and Pharmacist is sug- 
gested, the term pharmacist being retained 


for those who have a college preparation.— 
Ay 


Parke, Davis & Co. Price List. Revised 
to January 1, 1910.

This report is familiar to all pharmacists 
and needs no introduction. The special fea- 
ture in the introduction is the discussion of 
the chemical and physiological testing of 
drugs. With regard to assaying we find 
the following: “Twenty-five years ago 
pharmaceutical assay methods were ex- 
tremely primitive, and the whole scheme of 
valuing drugs and drug preparations by 
their content of active principle was re- 
garded as visionary and impracticable. We 
held a different view; the difficulties in the 
way were indeed great, but we did not be- 
lieve they were insurmountable. The suc- 


cess since achieved proves’ conclusively 


that we and not those who opposed and ridi- 
culed our pioneer work were in the right.” 
The following drugs are standardized by 
the physiological methods: ergot, cannabis, 
aconite, digitalis, strophantus, convallaria, 
squill, adrenalin, sera, vaccines and bacterial 
suspensions.—A. S. |

This book of 186 octavo pages is intended 
as a companion piece to “Window Displays 
for Druggists,” by the same author. It is 
chuck full of valuable suggestions for the 
retail pharmacists. From the strictly 
practical utilitarian point of view it 16,540 
our estimation, almost indispensable. The 
ideas contained in the booklet emanate from 
many minds and represents the best that is 
obtainable. The subject matter is arranged 
under the following heads: 1, Dispensing 
and Compounding Ideas; 2, Practical De- 
vices for the Store; 3, Money-making For- 
mulas; 4, Advertising Schemes; 5, Store 
and Window Displays; 6, The Soda Foun- 
tain; 7, Bookkeeping and Accounting Sug- 
gestions; & The Prescription Department; 
9, Souvenir Post Cards; 10, Miscellaneous 
Ideas. There is also a complete index 


which is of inestimable value in a work of 
this kind.

New and Nonofficial Remedies, 1910, con- 
taining descriptions of the articles which 
have been accepted by the Council of Phar- 
macy and Chemistry of the American Medi- 


cal Association prior to January 1, 1910. 
Chicago, 1910. 


This work should be in the hands of 
every physician and every pharmacist. It 
represents the work of the council above 
mentioned. This council, consisting of six- 
teen of the ablest physicians, chemists and 
pharmacists of the United States, with two 
foreign corresponding members, has been 
doing an excellent work in spite of many 
obstacles and spiteful opposition. Their 
efforts cannot be too highly praised. We 
quote the preface by Professor W. A. Puck- 
ner and we regret that we cannot also quote 
the Rules of the Council: 
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“This book contains the medicinal sub- 
stances which,:prior to January 1, 1910, have 
been examined by the Council on Phar- 
macy and Chemistry of the American Medi- 
cal Association, which appeared to comply 
with the rules of the council and which 
therefore were accepted for inclusion in the 
annual ‘New and Nonofficial Remedies,’ 
The acceptance of the articles included in 
the book has been based in part on evidence 
supplied by the manufacturer or his agent, 
and in part on investigation made by or 
under the direction of the council. Criti- 
cisms and corrections to aid in the annual 
revision of the matter are requested. 


“The council desires physicians to under- 
stand that the acceptance of an article does 
not necessarily mean a recommendation, 
but that so far as known it complies with 
the rules adopted by the council. 


“It is proposed to issue this book an- 
nually. During the year descriptions of 
further medicinal substances accepted by 
the council for inclusion in ‘New and Non- 


official Remedies’ will be published in The > 


Journal from time to time. This matter 
will be issued as supplements to the book.” 


The action, dosage, uses and tests of 
identity, purity and strength of all articles 
are given. As an illustration of the scope 
of the book, attention is called to the fol- 
lowing: The articles on arsanilic acid and 
its derivatives, page 35; on phenolphthalein, 
page 152, and on epinephrine, page 73, indi- 
cate the effect which the council is making 


to have new remedies known by their cor- 


rect names. The description of medicinal 
foods, page 120, should put. physicians on 
their guard as to the small value of such 
products. Particular attention is called to 


the description of serums and vaccines, page 


169. Since our knowledge of the therapeu- 
tic value of new remedies is still largely 
in. the experimental stage, the statements 
which appear under each proprietary ar- 
ticle'are based largely on the claims made 
by those interested. On the other hand, 
on page 56, under creosote carbonate, is a 
note on the claims of non-toxicity often 
made for certain remedies. A similar cau- 
tion in reference to the claimed harmless- 
ness of intestinal antiseptics appears on 
page 41 under beta-naphthol benzoate. 

Cost Accounting Pathfinder. By Frank 
E. Goodwin. Midland Publishing Company, 
St. Louis, Mo., 1910. 

This booklet is intended to meet some of 
the conditions and requirements of our 
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keen commercial competition. While it is 
addressed to merchants it will nevertheless 
prove useful to pharmacists. It is divided 
into twenty-four chapters, each chapter 
treating of some special feature in commer- 
cialism. 


The style is very lucid and it appears to 
the reviewer that the booklet should be in 
the hands of every young business man. 
The old established business men will not 
need it or at least they feel that they have 
no use for it, in which they may be wholly 
wrong. | 


The paper and print are good and, as al- 
ready indicated, the style is clear, in fact 


so clear and interesting and the subjects 


so logically arranged that it makes desir- 
able reading for all. We regret that we 
cannot state the price, but judging from 


the size we conclude that it cannot be more 
than 50 cents.—A. S.

MANUFACTURING: AN IMPORTANT 
FEATURE OF THE SODA 
FOUNTAIN 
By A. L. Rich, Emporium, San Francisco, 
Cal. 
In my last paper I gave a few of the 
most important extracts and essences. 
This article will treat more particularly 


those essences which are largely a mix-_ 


ture of the different essential oils and 
aromatic extracts, combined with a 


-menstruum of alcohol and water, of 


varying strength. | 

The first essence I will give is “Nec- 
tar,” which is one of the oldest and 
one that is now almost forgotten and 


seldom seen on: the menu cards. 
Essence of Nectar 


Oil Bitter Almonds.......... 1 drachm 
Oil Lemon (fresh).......... 1 ounce 
Grain Alcohol............... 8 ounces 


Mix the oils together, then mix the 
vanilla and alcohol together. Put the 
oils in a wide mouth bottle or jar with 
2 ounces of pulverized carbonate mag- 
nesia and 2 ounces of phosphate cal- 
cum. Shake well with a little of the 
vanilla and alcohol added. Then add 
the remaining portion of vanilla mix- 
ture, shaking occasionally. After 
standing a couple of days filter 


through paper. 


For making the finished syrup ready 
for serving the following formula will 


be found very good: 
Nectar Syrup 


Essence of Nectar.......... %4 ounce 
Raspberry Syrup (strained of 


Add enough raspberry color to make 
it a pink shade and simple syrup 


enough to make one gallon. 
Coffee Extract and Coffee Syrup 
This is the one syrup which should 


be made in small quantities and fre- 
quently, as it is impossible to preserve 
the delicious flavor of the coffee bean 
for any great length of time. If you 
are serving hot coffee at the fountain 
and have a coffee pot that will make 
coffee instantaneously, it will be a very 
simple matter to have your coffee 
syrup always fresh and consequently 
in great demand, as this is one of the 
best trade getters there is. The strong 
coffee made for making syrup should 
never be boiled, as the flavor is very 
volatile and is soon lost. One-half 
pound of fine ground coffee will make 
one gallon of syrup ready to serve, and 
is made by pouring or percolating one- 
half gallon of boiling water over a half 
pound of coffee and straining through 
a wool filter or percolator. Then add 
while hot enough cane sugar to make 
the whole measure one gallon. 


Celery Syrup 
A very fine celery syrup can be made 
by adding four drachms of extract of 
celery seed to one gallon of simple 
syrup, two ounces of fruit acid and 
caramel enough to give it a very light 
brown shade. This makes a very cool 


and delicious summer beverage. 


Plain Syrups 


In making and serving the plain and 
familiar syrups you will find that the 
average customer will be best pleased 


than in offering or recommending new 


compound and fancy names which are 
in vogue so much at present. I find 
that good plain flavors are the ones 
that make repeaters and after all that 
is what we all want—steady business 
always on the increase. Next month 
I will try to give a few of the popular 
flavors.

A SUGGESTION FOR CONSIDERA- 
TION BY MEMBERS OF THE CAL. 
PH. A., AT THE SAN FRAN- 
CISCO MEETING 


It has often occurred to me that the 
root of much of the evil that phar- 
-macists complain of today can be 
found in the unpreparedness of many 
of the young men who choose or have 
the profession thrust upon them as a 
means of livelihood. 

In introducing the suggestion which 
follows, I wish to state that I believe 
the most important question confront- 
ing us at present is the overproduction 
of pharmacists and pharmacies. This 


was never more forcibly brought home 


to me than when reading Prof. Old- 
berg’s able comments thereon in his 
address before the A. Ph. A. at its last 
annual meeting, and it occurred to me 
that had as much time been given to a 
discussion of this subject as to the 
point, whether the president’s remarks 
as to the status of the N. F. were 
proper or not, many more’ good 
thoughts might have been brought to 
light which would ultimately redound 
to the benefit of the entire profession. 

It is unfortunately (for us) a fact 
that while the medical profession has 
made great advances in the last couple 
of decades, our profession (at least as 
practiced generally) has not followed 
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steps, and to this very fact or rather 
the ultimate analysis (unpreparedness) 
I can attribute most of the complaints 
of which we hear, as, for instance, 
office dispensing by our medical 
brethren, and the consequent physi- 
cians’ supply houses, etc. 

It appears seriously ridiculous to ex- 


pect that the boy who leaves school 
at an early age, with less than even a 


grammar school training, should de- 


velop into the professional pharmacist. 
It is this we must look forward to and 
prepare ourselves to meet. 

He might make a good salesman, 
but a certificate from the State Board 
of Pharmacy is not necessary in his 
case. 

The fundamental or preliminary edu- 
cation now demanded in all profes- — 
sions is surely as necessary in ours, 
I would, therefore, suggest that .the 
Cal. Ph. A. agitate for a law quite . 
stringent as to the preliminary requi- 
sites of a candidate who wishes to join 
the ranks. His employer should.be 
required to vouch for his early train- 
ing, which should at least mean a com- 
pleted grammar school course, and af- 
ter an appropriate period of apprentice- 
ship, say 2% or 3 years, he should be 
subjected to a preliminary test, equiva- 
lent to the present licentiate examina- 
tion, and.if successful, should then be 
entitled to all privileges of our call- 
ing, excepting the actual management 
or ownership of a store. 

No person should be permitted these 
privileges without producing satisfac- 
tory proof of having obtained his dip- 
loma from a reputable college of phar- — 
macy and passing a final examination © 
before the State Board sufficiently 
stringent to preclude all doubt as to 
his ability to fulfill the requirements 
of an ever advancing and consequently 
more exacting profession. 

With such a law on our statutes, 
California would at once forge to the 
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front in matters pharmaceutically, and 
prove herself the pioneer in this as in 
everything else.

SUNDAY CLOSING HOURS OF RE- 
TAIL DRUG STORES 

In pursuance of a meeting of the re- 
tail druggists of San Jose, held in the 
rooms of the Chamber of Commerce 
last Thursday, an agreement has been 
drawn up with reference to the hours 
of business to be observed on Sundays. 
This has been circulated among the 
pharmacists of the city and has been 
signed by all, numbering twenty-two 
stores, the last signature having been 
affixed yesterday. 

The agreement goes into effect on 
and after April 1. It will be in effect 
for one year and provides that after 
the date named all the drug stores of 
the city will remain closed on Sunday 
except between the hours of 9 o'clock 
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a.m. to I o'clock p. m. and 6 o'clock 
to 8 o'clock p. m. In case any signer — 
wishes to withdraw from this under- 
standing he agrees to give ten days’ 


notice of stich withdrawal to the 


president of the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion. | 

The agreement contains an emer- 
gency clause providing that prescrip- 
tions which are absolutely necessary | 
may be filled at any hour. 


Under an old agreement, still in 
force, the drug stores now close at 9 
o’clock p. m. on week days, excepting 
Saturday night, when they close at II 
o'clock. 


The Oregon State Board of Phar- 
macy held its regular quarterly meeting 
in The Dalles on February 21 and 22.

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WHAT CHEWING GUM IS MADE OF 


It will, we think, cause some sur- 
prise, even to the most inveterate 


“ruminator,” to learn that nearly three 


billion pieces of chewing gum are 
manufactured in the United States an- 
nually. According to Mr. Russell 
Hastings Millward, in the October 


bulletin of the International Union of 


the American Republics, practically 
all of this is made from one product. 
of tropical America—chicle. Chicle 
is obtained from the tree Achras 
sapota, which is indigenous to Central 
America, the northern countries of 
South America, and certain States of 
Mexico. The tree in its wild state 
frequently attains a height of 50 feet, 
and is generally found in groups. Be- 
ing straight and having a clear length, 
it is most desirable for timber. For- 
merly the Sapodilla pear, which it 
produced, was a popular fruit in Latin- 
American markets; but owing to “the 
demand for chicle gum, and the at- 
tractive rewards offered for its gather- 
ing, the fruit is now seldom deait in 
by the natives.” 

The operations of gathering chicle 
and preparing it for market resemble 
those of the maple-sugar industry. 
They are thus described by Mr. Mill- 
ward: 


- Throughout the rainy season, and 
while the sap is up, the tapping is 
done by the chicle gatherers, or chic- 
leros, as they are called. Their outfit 
1s most simple and consists in nothing 


more than a piece of rope and a ma- 


chete. By means of this rope, which 
is fastened about the waist and slipped 
around the tree, the chiclero is enabled 
to hold any desired position and wield 
the machete in cutting the incisions or 
gullies. 

In tapping the trees a V-shaped in- 
cision is cut spirally all around the 
tree, the arms of the cut extending 
upward, in order to permit the sap to 


over, 


flow freely to the bottom, where a re- 
ceptacle is placed at the end of the 


gully. The sap has the appearance of 


milk as it flows from the tree, but it 
afterward takes on a yellowish color 


and thickens until it is about the same 


consistency as treacle. In this state 
the sap averages about eight pounds. 
to the gallon. 


Excessive bleeding of the sap will 
cause the tree to decay rapidly, so that 


great care is necessary not to cut too 


deeply. Formerly the chicleros were 
paid 10 to 15 cents a pound for the 
sap, and they gathered it “without re- 
gard to the injuries sustained by the 
trees’; but now on many of the large 
estates labor is paid for by the week, 
day or month, thus avoiding the ten- 
dency to promiscuous tapping. More- 
the Latin-American govern- 
ments, when granting concessions for 


the gathering of chicle in the national 


forest reservations, require that natives 


be “properly instructed in the gather- 


ing and preparation of the gum.” The 
method of preparing the sap is as fol- 
lows: 


After the sap is gathered it is car- 
ried to the boiling-shed and by a rather 
primitive boiling process is brought to 
the proper consistency. As the op- 
eration continues it is necessary to 
knead the mass from time to time in 
order to extract the water. In the old 
days much deception was practiced by 
the chicleros, who, in order to increase 
the weight, would insert stones, bark, 
sand, or wood in the boiling chicle 
before it was formed into loaves. This 
clever deception is a thing of the past, 
however, as the contract calls for a 
pure, straight article, and there is little 
opportunity of adding any foreign 
substances. | 


The process of manufacture consists 
in simply mixing and boiling the gum 
in copper kettles, to a required con- 
sistency and adding some flavoring ex- 
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tract, such as vanilla, peppermint, or 
wintergreen, and sugar, after which it 
is transferred to large centrifugal re- 


ceivers. Here it is whipped into a 


dough and afterward removed to 
tables and kneaded in powdered sugar. 
It is then rolled into sheets, cut to de- 
sired sizes, dried, wrapped by ma- 
chinery in attractive papers, and 
placed in boxes ready for the market. 


It will be gratifying to “gum fiends” 
to learn that the numerous gum factor- 
ies throughout the United States are 
“sanitary in every particular” and that 
“methods of absolute cleanliness pre- 
vail in each department.” Also that 
“an official report by the Department 
of Commerce and Labor states that a 
chewing-gum factory was “the second 
cleanest plant inspected in the United 
States.” The product is pronounced 
a pure and wholesome aarticle and 
harmless to “its vast and faithful army 
of consumers.” 


The use of chewing gum is world- 
wide, and apparently increasing. “Its 
distribution extends in the western 
hemisphere from Hudson’s Bay to the 
Argentine Republic; in the East from 
London to Hong-Kong; and the in- 
habitants of the Australian and South 
African colonies are large and ever- 
increasing consumers.” Some idea of 
the enormous proportions of the 
chewing-gum industry may be gained 
from the estimate of a prominent man- 
ufacturer that “sufficient chewing gum 
is produced each year to supply every 
human being on_ earth with, two 
sticks, and that the daily energy ex- 
pended in the consumption of this pop- 
ular masticatory is equal to that neces- 
sary to light a city of 250,000 inhab- 
itants for the same period.”’ 


Chicle has advanced in price very 
rapidly. “Prior to 1888 it sold for from 
7 to 8 cents per pound; in 1896 it sold 
for 36 cents per pound; now it is sell- 
ing for 48 cents per pound.” In 1885 
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the United States imported 929,959 


pounds of chicle; in the year ended 


June 30 last, 5,450,139 pounds. 

The gum was known to Spanish ex- 
plorers 500 years ago; they reported 
that the Indians employed it “to 
quench thirst and relieve exhaustion.” 
The wood is “of a reddish color, close- 
ly resembling mahogany, is quite 


hard, heavy, compact in texture, and 


fine-grained.” Prehistoric door frames 
and rafters of sapota wood “are found 
among the Mexican ruins, and are still 


in an excellent state of preservation.” 


Today cabinet-makers employ the 
wood in the manufacture of high-grade 
furniture. Where care has been taken, 
trees have in some instances been 
tapped for twenty-five years—The Re- 
tail Druggist.

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Acidity in Soils.—In an interesting article 
on this subject, in the Gardeners’ Chronicle, 
it is pointed out that soils which are dis- 
tinctly acid in their reaction are not in- 
frequently met with in nature, and similar 
acid soils have been produced artificially 
by the long-continued use of ammonium 
sulphate as a fertilizer. In order to deter- 
mine the cause of this acidity experiments 
have been made to ascertain if any purely 
chemical or physical interactions would take 


place between the constituents of the soil 5 


and solutions of ammonium salts, which 
would split off a free acid from the latter, 
but with negative results. The action was 
found to be a biological process; the soil 
is rich in certain moulds and other micro- 
fungi, which rapidly attack solutions of 
ammonium salts, and, by withdrawing am- 
monia from their nutrition, set free the 
acid. The first consequence of the acidity 
of the soil is the cessation of the nitrifica- 
tion process, because the bacteria bringing 
about that change will only work in a neu- 
tral medium. Some of the falling off in 
the yield of acid plots is thus due to the 
fact that the grass is driven to obtain its 
necessary nitrogen from ammonia instead 
of from the more usual nitrates, at the 
same time, the mass of micro-fungi with 
which the soil is permeated competes suc- 
cessfully with the grass for the manure. 
Whether these fungi also excrete substances 
- more or less poisonous to the grass has not 
yet been definitely settled. The remedy 
for this acid condition of the soil lies in 
the use of lime, which, applied at the rate 
of 2,000 lbs. per acre to grass plots, has 
effected a great improvement both in the 
yield and the character of the herbage.

Business outlook: Never has there 
been such an acreage under cultivation 
in the State as now, and experts de- 
clare that it is many years since condi- 
_ tions were more favorable for record- 
breaking crops. The widespread pre- 
cipitation during the latter part of 
March will prove of incalculable value 
to every material interest. The farmer, 
miner, merchant and manufacturer will 
alike share in its benefits, and labor 
will also get its share. 

The prosperity of all California cities 


rests on the development of our agri- 


cultural and mineral resources. The 


conviction that these have as yet hard- 


ly been touched is the real source of 
confidence in the future of San Fran: 
cisco, and in this particular gives 
ample explanation of the never ceasing 
building activity in this city. 7 

A year ago the business of the coun- 
try had so far recovered from the panic 
of 1907 that it could fairly be claimed 
to have reached a normal basis, and 
yet our bank clearings of the past four 
weeks were 23.9 per cent higher than 
those of the corresponding period of 
1909. This should be ample evidence 
of the steadily growing commerce of 
this city.

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THE STATE CONVENTION 
By Mrs. Fletcher Howard 


The enthusiasm engendered by the 
meeting of the American Pharmaceu- 
tical Association, held in Los Angeles 
last summer, bespeaks a large attend- 
ance of druggists at the State meet- 
ing to be held in San Francisco from 
May 17 to 20 inclusive, and the com- 
mon interests of California druggists 
demand wise legislation along various 
lines, relating to their commercial in- 


terests. 


In number of years, the California 
organization is young and previous to 
its development the individual drug- 
gist had much to contend with in the 
lack of centralized effort, but much of 
this is now obviated by city and state 
organizations. It is the duty and 
should be the pleasure of every busi- 
ness and professional man to join the 
city, state and national associations to 
which his business or profession en- 
titles him membership, for in this way 
he unites with strength and protection, 
and is given a voice in the laws gov- 
erning his every day existence, to say 
nothing of the pleasure derived from 
the companionship of those with like 
aims and ideals. Enthusiasm is one 
of the prime factors of success, and 
according as we are enthusiastic in 
our every day life and work may our 


success and enjoyment be measured. 


Companionship creates interest and 
with interest comes concerted action, 
which results in success, pecuniary 
and otherwise. 
While the Pure Food and Pure Drug 
law has done much to remedy exist- 
ing evils, entire success has _ not 
crowned the efforts of our lawmakers, 
and attention should be called to the 
fact that the Pure Drug law is domin- 
ated by doctors alone. This, in itself, 
is a serious mistake, the druggists 
should at least have prominent repre- 
sentation, and at the forthcoming con- 
vention work along this line should be 
vigorously pushed.

cally, for it is no use to send men to 
Sacramento to lobby in the interests

If the members of the state society 
will pull together as one body, there 


is no reason why their strength will 
not be recognized and they will be 


enabled to dictate in the State Legis- 
lature the laws governing their com- 
mercial existence, and to encourage 


‘members of the state association to 


work along this line. A  comittee 


should be appointed to look up and 


cite statistics relating to progress in 
other states as the result of work by 
the legislative lobbyists. 

In relation to the office of pharmacy 
commissioners, a number of men 


should be endorsed for this office by 


the state association and from this 
number the governor should select the 
candidates to appoint. This relieves 
the office from the taint of “political 


pull” and gives the druggists a voice 


in the selection of those who are to 
preside over the entrance of new drug- 
gists into their ranks, and to execute 
the laws relating to drugs and drug- 
gists. 


In the March number of The Pacific 
Pharmacist is an invitation to the druggists 
of adjacent states to attend the coming San 
Francisco convention.

States often send delegates to the Iowa

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A Revolution in Carbonators 


Soda water dispensers who have watched 
the development of carbonating machinery, 
beginning with the old Gasometer days, must 
be interested in the latest radical departure 
in carbonator construction, as exemplified 
by the Liquid Diamond, manufactured by 
the Liquid Carbonic Company. 

Carbonation is, of course, accomplished by 


mixing gas and water at a low temperature, - 


and the more thoroughly the water is agi- 
tated the more completely does it assimi- 
late the gas.

parts inside the body of water was always 
accompanied by more or less danger, no 
matter how carefully the manufacturers 
sought to guard against contamination. 
The new Liquid construction is both in 


line with economy and sanitation, because 
all inside mechanism is wholly swept away, 
the mixture of gas and water being accom- 
plished by circulating the gas through the 


water repeatedly and continuously. The 


mechanism for doing this is very simple, as 
it consists of a pump mounted on the top 
of the carbonator, which exhausts the gas 
from above the water level, forces it down- 
ward through a pipe into a coiled pipe in 
the bottom of the machine. The _ gas 
emerges in hundreds of jets through per- 
forations in this coiled pipe, boiling up 
through the water with great force, re- 
peating this operation innumerable times. 
The saving in power amounts to a consid- 
erable sum, because this new type of car- 
bonator in a size that will furnish a dozen 
gallons an hour requires less power than 
one 16-candle power electric light bulb.
